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Abp. Bernardin challenges government 


Extend human rights policy to unborn and aged 


INDIANAPOLIS (NC)—The presi- 
dent of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) has called 
on the U.S. government to ‘“‘practice 
by extending its 
human rights foreign policy to the 
unborn and the aged in this country. 


Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin 
of Cincinnati made the call in a 
speech before the Knights of 
Columbus Supreme Council Con- 
vention Aug. 16 here. 


HE PRAISED the human rights 
initiatives of the Carter administra- 


tion, saying “‘We are on the right 
track in making it clear that the 
United States seeks a world in which 
human rights are universally re- 
spected.”’ 

But, he said, ‘‘We cannot effec- 
tively preach to others what we do 
not consistently practice at home.”’ 

Domestic concerns and problems 
should begin with ‘‘the most 


fundamental of rights: the right to 
life,’ Archbishop Bernardin ‘said. 
“When this right is violated—as it is 
in many ways in the United States

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today—discussion of other rights 
becomes hollow and even cynical.”’ 


THE NCCB president called 
abortion ‘‘a crucial test case for our 
respect for the right to life.’’ 


He said recent supreme court 
rulings that the government is not 
constitutionally required to pay for 
medically unnecessary abortions 
and that state hospitals have no 
obligation to provide them are 
‘‘welcome...especially in light of 
what had previously seemed the 
same court’s almost unqualified 
commitment to abortion.” 


He warned, however, the deci- 
sions should not be seen ‘“‘as the 
basis for an acceptable social 
compromise on abortion.”’ 


Instead, he outlined a five-step 
program on abortion, which would 
include: 

—‘‘vigorous efforts’’ to oppose 
existing or proposed legislation to 


_Tequire the expenditure of tax- 


payers’ money for elective abor- 
tions. ‘‘The argument that abortion 


- is an effective. cost-cutting measure 
83 intolerably callous and morally — 


obnoxious.’ 


—support of legislation to provide 
‘‘effective and acceptable’’ alterna- 
tives to abortion, including im- 
proved pre and post-natal maternity 
and child care and improved pro- 


' grams for adoption and foster care. 


—stepped-up efforts in the pri- 
vate sector to provide similar sup- 
portive services to women before 
and after childbirth, as well as to 
their children. ‘‘This is a moral im- 
perative of the highest order for the 
Church,’’ the archbishop said. 


—support of legislation and 
public policy to deal with social 
problems ‘‘which influence some 
women to consider abortion as a 

to personal or family 
difficulties.’’ 
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Archbishop Bernardin 


—‘‘continued and increased ef- 
forts’’ for passage of a human life 
amendment to he U. S. Constitu- 
tion. 


Hictespecc t for life in the ‘United 
States, Archbishop Bernardin said, 
also extends to the aged and infirm. 
‘The deprivaton and neglect in 
which many elderly persons in this 
country live is a standing indictment 
of the moral insensitivity of our 
society,”” he said. 


HE CRITICIZED especially a 
recent memorandum from an official 
of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare which sug- 
gested that the government en- 
courage states to adopt ‘so-called 
‘living wills’’ as a possible cost-cut- 
ting measure for the government. 

“Instead of being regarded with 
reverence, and. cherished, human 
life can be sacrificed to serve fiscal 
policy and the sacred imperative of 
trimming a budget.”’

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Nostalgic lamentations 


Reader misses statues, 
votive candles, crucifixes 


Southern Cross Reporter 


Although Vatican Il ended nearly a 
dozen years ago, some of the changes it 
wrought in liturgy are still pousing 
ripples and vibrations. 


A letter to the Southern Cross from a 
parishioner in the San Diego area on the 
subject probably echoes the sentiments 
of others. 


~ THE LAMENTATIONS carry a notion 

of nostalgia for many middle-age and 
older parishioners. But not all changes 
apply in all churches. 


Among the complaints are the 
placement of statues within the church, 
the-absence of votive candles, the use of 
a plain cross rather than a crucifix, and 
the ringing - of bells during the 
consecration. Pe 


But the writer also sees a certain loss 
of devotion and reverence by _par- 
ishioners during the celebration of the 
Mass. And rightly or wrongly, he 
attributes this to Vatican Il. 


REGARDING STATUES, the writer 
complains that two in his own church 
have been removed from the church 
body and ‘‘relegated to the crying 


” 


room. 


He says, ‘‘l...was told we are now 
concentrating on Christ, and that this is 
one of the things to come out of Vatican 
Te, 


‘He goes on to ‘say that he believes 
most members of his own parish would 
not want it that way. 


THE WRITER mentions a woman 
who was looking for votive candles to 
light, adding, “‘But alas, no votive 
candles.”’ re 


Another “‘gripe’”’ is that the acolyte at 


carries what appears to be ‘‘a plain 
cross’ up the aisle, and not a crucifix as 
was formerly done. ie 


‘‘And there is not as much devotion 


~ or reverence during the Mass like there 


used to be,’’ he writes..‘‘People used to 
bow their heads, and the bells rang 
during the most important part of the 
Mass, the consecration. But they surely 
don’t now.”’ 


HE EVEN ASSERTS that most people 
“‘don’t know how’’ to make the sign of 
the cross or genuflect anymore, adding: 


‘‘We never heat anything from our 
leadership reminding us about those 
things. And whatever happened to 
those wonderful classes of young kids, 
all in white and blue pants (uniforms), 
who received communion together?”’ 


‘Those are the things that really hold 
a parish together and create respect for 
the priests and nuns,’’ he adds. 


‘THE REFORMS of Vatican Il, he 
states, were mainly to hold the young 
people. 

‘‘But...it appears we are losing even 
more young people than ever,’’ he 
adds. ‘‘Prior to Vatican II, we certainly 
were not losing all the priests and nuns 
like we have since.’ 


In a plea for the Church to return .to 
some of its past practices, he writes: 

‘‘Maybe I’m living in the past. But 
it’s my observation that the past was 
very good to the Church, and it certainly 
doesn’t appear that way now. 


A NUMBER OF the fading practices 


. of which. the writer complains are not 


covered in official Church policy. Many 


are optional and simply a matter of 


“tradition or custom. : iy: 
For instance, Church liturgists say 


and the saints have their proper places 


-in the church. But they must be placed 


so they do not distract the people from 
the central celebration of the Eucharist. 


It is pointed out also that statues must 
be worthy artistically, and are’ best 
reserved in a quiet place of meditation. 


A REAL PROBLEM with votive 
candles is the fire hazard, according to 
pastors. In many instances vandals have 
overturned them onto the carpet to get 
the coins inside the box, and have 
started fires. 


It is said that candles are required 
officially only for the Mass itself and the 
tabernacle light. But as a matter of 
custom and tradition, many Catholic 
churches still have them for the benefit 
of parishioners who wish to light a 
votive ‘‘prayer.”’ 


In the middle ages it was customary 
to use a plain cross in the procession, a 


practice that later gave way, particu- 


larly in western churches, to use of the 
crucifix. 


BUT IN RECENT years, there has 


been a shift back to using the plain 


cross. The reason, liturgists say, is that 


pe ee 
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it signifies not only Christ’s death but 
also his resurrection. 

In the modern church, ringing bells at 
the consecration is optional. The 
practice at one time was needed, first as 
a warning to pay attention, because the 
priest had his back to the congregation 
and spoke in Latin. 

Following the warning bell the six 
bells which then sounded let par- 
ishioners know precisely the time of the 
consecration. 


NOW THAT THE celebrant faces the 
congregation, in full view, bell-ringing 
is considered no longer necessary, 
although it is still done ‘in many 
churches. : 

If there is a lessening of emphasis on 
the sign of the cross and genuflection, it 
has resulted not from Vatican. Il, but 
from a lowering of awareness on the 
part of parishioners as to what these 
and other movements associated with 
the Mass mean. ° 

The letter-writer’s complaints will be 
recognized by most as a plea for more 
reverence and respect in the celebration 
of the Mass. And few, if any, will deny 
that need.

Basis of the Church 


What distinguishes the true Church is that it 
is one holy, Catholic and apostolic. We believe 


that these titles are the intrinsic property of this | 


great and singular institution which is called 


the Church because Christ its founder has — 


willed it so. 


And thus we know that these properties are 
normally evident also externally in the historic 
and human life of this ‘‘Mystical Body’’ of 
Christ, which is precisely the Church. 


And [it] serves us as a guarantee that in 

. heing faithful to it, we are, through the grace of 

God, on the right road. Christ founded one sole, 

unique Church. Christ did not put limits on its 
_universality, but wanted it to be Catholic. 


Then he wanted it to be holy, like a pure and 
inexhaustible fountain, even if not all who drink 
of this fountain are equally pure and limpid, 
even if not all admit the need to be purified, 
that is sanctified by the grace that springs from 
the Church. 


And finally we believe in one apostolic 
Church, not invented by some man of genius or 
sprung from some social movement. By 
apostolic, we mean derived from the Apostles 


inasmuch as these and these alone were — 
exclusively charged by Christ to be authentic © 


witnesses of his words and his works. ec 


Jesus wanted an organized Church. The 
entire gospel attests it. Jesus did not write, he 
spoke, he proclaimed, telling his disciples, ‘‘He 
who hears you, hears me; who rejects you, 
rejects me...and rejects the one who sent me.”’ 


The same scripture comes from a magis- 
terium [teaching authority] which gave rise to 
it. And Jesus did not authorize anyone to set 
himself up as a legislator between men and God 
to found a new form of religion, which he alone 
can establish.

A time to keep 


If ever there is a shrine in the United States for 


anyone who has a drop of Irish blood and is a - 


Catholic, |. suppose Notre Dame University, South 
Bend, Ind., is the place. They say that every Irish 
Catholic American is an alumnus. Last week we 


spent four days on the famous campus, joining 


other deacons and their wives in the first national 
gathering of permanent deacons for an institute in 
continuing education. 


The green of Ireland is reflected in the vast 
grassy spaces in the campus, the heavily leaved, 
tall trees and in the ivy clinging to the walls of most 
buildings. Yet surprisingly the official university 
colors are blue and gold and all cut floral displays 
there reflect this combination. 


Even in an atmosphere soggy with humidity and ~ 


rain. the experience of so famous a campus was 
revitalizing and heartening. For they make no 
secret of the fact that. it is a Catholic campus, with 
Catholic spirit and initiative. The Holy Cross 
fathers and brothers do not hide the Church’s light 
in a bushel basket, the temptation of so’ many 
Catholic campuses in an effort to attract students. 


Catholicism proclaimed 


From the Lourdes Shrine—a replica of the 
original in France—to the mosaics on modern 
buildings, the religious belief is proudly pro- 
claimed. From the church of St. Mary to the statues 
and monuments scattered about the lawns, 
Catholicism is stated and restated. Even the 
student residence in which we were housed had its 
own chapel for small liturgies. 


The golden dome of the administration block 
outshines all other edifices, with the gilded statue 
of ‘‘Notre Dame”! surmounting the dome. The lakes 
are called St. Mary: and St. Joseph. The beautiful 
seminary buildings stand nearby. 

Bishop Charles F. Buddy, our first bishop of San 


Diego, always had a dream to create the ‘‘Notre 
Dame of the West’’ in the University of San Diego, 


and even indulged noticeably in football in- 


emulation of the Fighting Irish. 


The buildings on Alcala Park are not ivy covered, 


_ but they are beautiful. The rain doesn’t fall in San 

~ Diego as it does-in South Bend, so the trees and 
lawns are not so majestic. There’s no Lourdes 
grotto, with its 500 votive candles, but maybe the 

_ Immaculata forms a substitute. And with all this, 
we can hope that the Catholic spirit which makes 
both USD and ND worthwhile, will always be 
paramount.

Following the more seemly 
pattern set by other newspapers, they will, in 
future, publish only the title, where it is not 
suggestive, and cast. 


We have long requested this move and welcome 
it as one step to clean up San Diego. Now let’s get 
rid of nudity on Black’s Beach. By all means, let us 
‘‘save our beaches’’—from degradation. 


Draw back awhile and see 


We were talking...about the group 
technique called ‘‘sharing’’ that.crops 
up in almost every organization or 
movement these days. Borrowed from 
the psychologists’ group therapy 
sessions, it encourages us to share 
everything from personal problems 
and hang-ups to spiritual experiences. 


If one is actively involved in a 
number of the ‘‘encounter’’ groups— 
or for that matter only one—pro- 
liferating in the Church at present, 
such sharing will probably be a 
common experience. In time, it may 
become even commonplace. Then, 
very likely, we will begin to question 
the value of this kind of exercise. 


MANY PEOPLE, in any case, enter 
into these activities reluctantly, often 
fearful of personal exposure. Others 
are drawn like iron filings to-a magnet 
to. the freedom of talking about 
themselves without threat of censure 
or judgment. Still others take part, 
perhaps, as an act of conscious 
generosity, contributing for the sake 
of others ‘‘who may need. it.’’ 


Whatever our sentiments, most of 
us are likely to find ourselves engaged 


in one of these sharing sessions 
sooner or later in our search for 
self-knowledge or spiritual maturity. 


Having become something of a 


‘veteran of such sessions; | observed 


the inclusion of daily faith-sharing 
groups in the schedule of a recent 
seminar | was. attending, with a 
certain paucity of enthusiasm! 


WE MET, about eight of us in each » 


circle,- for an hour each day, 
exchanging feelings and ideas on 
Christ, our faith and the peak 
moments of our lives. At first, of 
course, there was awkwardness—so 
few of us were already acquainted 
with each other. 


Then as, one by one, we found 
ourselves trusting our inner thoughts 
and experiences to the others, | 
noticed a growing sense of unity and 
camaraderie. And gradually, some- 
thing deeper than mere group 
familiarity and solidarity began to 
emerge. 

We did-not comment on the offered 
confidences. They fell softly, neu- 
trally, into~silence—those remem- 


bered agonies and joys and embar- 


rassments—neither challenging nor. 
challenged, threatening nor threat- 
ened. 

IN. EFFECT, each person was 
saying, ‘‘This is me. This is.how | 


think and feel and live.’’ And when it. 


was all over and we had forgotten to 
be self-conscious with one another, | 
realized that we-were somehow 


changed, both in the giving and: 


receiving. : 

| should never again, for instance, 
be able to look upon the big, brusque 
ex-Marine without seeing the spasm 
of pain that had jerked at his face as 
he spoke of the death of two children 
ina single day, nor of the tender 


gratitude with which he spoke of his . 


wife’s love. 
The exasperation | had previously 


- felt for the rather critical, reticent 
middleaged man next to me would be - 


forever tempered by the knowledge 
that the happiest day of his life was 
when he had knelt on a prison floor 
and given his life to Christ. 

WE HAD SMILED at each other’s 


strengths and laughed at our weak- 


nesses, and were silent and awed by 


the tragedies and ecstasies that had ~ 


touched each of us. And afterwards, 
there was new respect, a gentleness 
and a-kind of reverence each for the 
other. 


| reflected on how easy it is to ~ 


dislike or reject people when we are 
unaware of what they may _ have 
suffered, or of their often heroic 
efforts to overcome the very qualities 
we feel so justified in finding 
abhorrent. It is difficult not to grow 
gentle and supportive when we learn 
something about their fears and 


conflicts, hopes and’ dreams, their | 


disillusionment and failures. 


EGOCENTRIC AS we are, it is good 
from time to time, to be allowed to 
glimpse the inner being of those we 
meet—or at least as much or as little 
as they are prepared to offer—and to 
stand back in reverence for their 
suffering and honest search for 
goodness and for God. 


And, reverencing, we ourselves 
become a little more like God himself, 
who views us with such _ infinite 


“respect and deals so endlessly gently 


with us in our stumbling, blinkere 
passage towards him. : 
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Sins of the fathers?

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We Have the Mind of Christ 


Should we wait for God 


to reveal his will for us? 


By Father John J. Castelot 


In every age and culture there have been 
people claiming to have a ‘‘hot line’’ to 
heaven. Some were sincerely convinced they 
had the ability to know and reveal the divine 
will. Others were quacks, preying on the 
anxieties of people who wanted to make sure 
the god—or God—would smile on their 
various ventures. 


In antiquity there were officials in the 
royal court whose task was precisely this: to 
tell the king whether the gods thought he 
should go to war or, if he did, whether he 
would win. And there were more than 
enough “‘seers’’ for the common people to 
consult. 


IN THE EARLY days of Israel the priests 
exercised this function. People came to them 
primarily ‘‘to consult God’’ (Deuteronomy 
33:8-10), to learn the divine will in specific 
cases. Just how the priests arrived at their 
answers is not altogether clear. 


We are told they used the Ephod, Urim 
and Thummim for this purpose, but we have 
little information on the exact nature and 
functioning of these instruments. The Ephod 
was an article of priestly apparel, a sort of 
apron, the material and form of which 
varied. In it, or in a burselike affair attached 


to it, were kept the Urim and Thummim 
(Exodus 28:30). 


We have no clear knowledge of what these 
two objects were: sticks, stones, dice? At 
any rate, they were of contrary signification, 
like two coins, one indicating “heads,” the 
other ‘‘tails.’ 


GOD’S WILL would be determined. by a 


process of elimination, going from the 
general to the particular. “‘If you draw Urim, 
I shall do so and so; if you draw Thummin, I 
shall do the opposite,’’ Depending on the 
emergence of one or the other, further 
determination would have to be made, until 
a precise determination of God’s will was at 
last obtained. 


Though this process smacks of supersti- 
tion, actually it was a humble act of 
confidence in God’s interest in human 
affairs. The willingness to abide by the 
decision, accompanied by the elimination of 
all human factors, testified to the trust of the 
suppliants that God would manifest his will 
through his appointed representatives. For a 
much later instance of this, read the account 
of the selection of Matthias in Acts 1:15-26. 


As time went on, this function of the 
priesthood declined, eventually to be taken 
over in quite another fashion by the 
prophets. Now the human element came

A Matter of Prayerful Expectation 
How do | know if | do 
as God wishes me to? 


By Father Alfred McBride, O Praem 


“Ah sure, it’s the will of God isn’t it.” 
Who has not heard this calm and assuring 
statement from our grand-parental genera- 
tion? How easily the devout seem to discern 
the will of God. 


So quickly to the lips that phrase springs 
when there was need to find meaning in a 
tragic situation or the way out of a dilemma 
that seemed to have no reasonable solution. 
To bring up the will of God appeared to bring 
acceptance and end the matter. 


BY CONTRAST, how seldom one hears of 
the will of God these days. Now it’s all the 
will of persons. If God has anything to do 
with the situation, one couldn’t tell from the 
way people speak of their tragedies, - 
illnesses, problems and heartaches. 


What do you hear instead? Listen to this: 


- Whatever will be, will be. It’s all up to you. 


No way. There’s no light at the end of the 
tunnel. Cure what you can, endure what you 
can’t. | never promised you a rosegarden. 


Thrown back on human resources alone, 
people today resort to a kind of genteel 
despair. Accepting the faith-less way of 
solving human torment, people must settle 
for the cold comfort of stiff upper lip 
proverbs and currently fashionable axioms 
of hopelessness. 


NOT KNOWING how to bring the aches of 
the heart to the Lord, people try to stir up.a 
little warmth with sayings more suitable to © 
children whistling in the dark as they 
mischievously prowl through the Spee 
cemetery grounds. :

more into play, with God selecting men to 
preach to the people and reveal his moral 
will. 


EACH OF THEM was assured, sometimes 
in an extraordinary way, that God had 
indeed chosen him. Read, for instance, the 
“inaugural visions’ of Isaiah (Isaiah 6), 
Jeremiah (Jeremiah 1), or Ezekiel (Ezekiel 
1-3). They, then, were sure of their divine 
mission, but how could the people be sure? 
This was, and always has been, a teal 
problem. 


The only objective criteria the prophets 
could present were the orthodoxy of their 
teaching, the integrity of their personal 
lives, and their willingness to suffer for their 
convictions. Often, however, these criteria 
were not enough and, strangely, miracles, 
which might have been especially impres- 
sive, were an extreme rarity in the careers of 
the classical prophets. 


The problem was aggravated by bic fact 
that they consistently preached an unpopu- 
lar message and ran into fierce competition 
from false prophets. The latter also claimed 
a divine mission and usually managed to tell 
the people what they wanted hear. 


THE COMPETITON sometimes broke out 
into violent confrontation (1 Kings 22:1-38; 
Jeremiah 28:1-17). In just about every case 
the true prophet was vindicated only after 
his death, when subsequent events showed 
that he had been right, after all. 


It was the same with Jesus. He, too, had a 
divine mission, but he, too, met with 
vehement opposition and was not really 
understood even by those closest to him. The 
Father vindicated him, too, by raising him 
from the dead. 


But it was only then, in the light of their 
experience of the risen Christ, that his 
followers began to penetrate the mystery of 


his identity and his meaning. In the light of 


the spirit they grew in understanding, an 


understanding different from that by which 
people ordinarily come to grasp truth. St. 
Paul discusses this in 1 Corinthians: 


‘*SINCE IN GOD’S wisdom the world did 
not come to know him through ‘wisdom,’ it 
pleased, God to save those who believe 
through the absurdity of the preaching of the 
gospel. 

“Yes, Jews demand ‘signs’ and Greeks 
look for’ ‘wisdom,’ but we preach Christ 
crucified—a stumbling block to Jews, and an 
absurdity to Gentiles; ... 

“The Spirit we have received is not the 
world’s spirit but God’s Spirit, helping us to 
recognize the gifts he has given us... For, 
‘who has known the mind of the Lord so as to 
instruct him?’ But we have the mind of 
Christ (1 Corinthians 1:21-23; 2, 12, 16).”’ 


Even. with ‘‘the mind of Christ’’. the 
Christian community faced situations for 
which there was no simple answer. There 
were different ‘‘prophetic’’ voices raised 
even within this context, and who could tell 
which was right? Paul did not just silence 
them all; that is never a solution. 


His working principle seems to have been: 
“Do not stifle the Spirit. Do not despise 
prophecies. Test everything; retain what is 
God. Avoid* any semblance of evil’ (1 
Thessalonians 5:19-22). 


WE HAVE the mind of Christ pide a 
guarantee of the essential truth leading to 
salvation. But especially on the personal 
level we are often faced with serious choices. 


If we wait for God to reveal his will for us 
in some spectacular way, we may end in a 
paralysis of inaction. He has given us 
intellects and wills to ponder and make 
mature decisions. We can only pray that he 
will approve and bless our course of action. 


Is it God’s will? 


Discussion Points and Questions 


1. Discuss this statement: ‘‘One seldom hears of the will of God these days.” 


2. In general, how do people manage to accept adversity today? What was “ about — 
the ‘‘will of God”? attitude? What ° was bad about it?

4. In the early days of Israel, who were the ‘‘seers’’? 

5. How did the seers determine what the will of God was? 

6. In Acts, read Chapter 1, verses 15 through 26. 

7. What was the function of the prophets? How were they usually received by the 


people? 


8. Discuss this statement: ‘‘The Father vindicated him [Jesus]...by raising him from 
the dead. But it was only then, in the light of their experience of the risen Christ, that his 
followers began to penetrate the mystery of his identity and his meaning.”’ 


9. How did St. Paul deal with the different ‘‘prophetic’’ voices that were raised? 
10. What course should we follow in attempting to discern the will of God? Discuss. 
11. Discuss this statement? ‘‘It may be easier to know what God’s will i is not than 


what it is.’’ 


12. How did Jesus present God’s will? 


13. In what ways is God’s will revealed to us? Discuss. 


14. As we focus on various people in both the Old and New Testaments, what do we 
learn from them about discerning the will of God? Discuss. 


The great anodyne, ‘‘will of God,’’ sprang 
far too easily to lips in the past. Cited much 
too quickly, it tended to stop people from 
using their minds to cope with the suffering 
and the pain and the puzzlement implied by 
tragic situations or murky moral dilemmas. 


Putting all the problems on God’s 


shoulders, the part that should have stayed - 


on human shoulders was not sufficiently 
borne. The well meaning approach helped 
support what some would call a mechanical 
attitude to religion. One used one’s faith, not 
one’s me. 


~ NOW WE HAVE the other side. Try using 

your mind and forget about your faith. God 
gave you a mind to use, so why not take 
advantage of your gift. The hidden agenda 
is—use your mind, because your faith won’t 
do you much good in this case anyhow. 
Thinking is what counts. Ultimately, the 
human mind can solve all problems. 


Like all exaggerations, this is another bit 
of nonsense foisted off in the name of 
progress. Just because the ‘‘will of God”’ 
theory was misused, it now ought not to be 
used at-all. In this kind of thinking, the only 
way to correct an abuse is to get rid of the 
use as well. 


Such reformers and critics seem to have 
little faith in the good sense of people. They 
assume that everyone else is so stupid that 
they are unable to appreciate distinctions. 


Therefore, appeal to the laziness in people’s ~ 


minds which moved them to a misuse in the 
first place. Don’t bother to plead with the 
deeper capacity of others to tolerate more 
complexity than anyone wants to give them 
credit for. 


WHAT IS CLEARER now in the light of 
the pendulum swings is that finding out the 
will of God is a matter of both thinking and 
praying. Thinking without praying leads to 
despair. Praying without thinking leads to 
presumption. Both are disloyalties to the 
Holy Spirit who moves within our hearts to 
ask us to pray and within our minds to ask us 
to think. 


It is the rich interaction of a busy mind and 
fervent heart that moves toward the 
disclosure of the will of God. The affair is 
neither magic nor mechanics. It is both a 
problem for the mind and a mystery for the 
Heart: ys 


The whole matter requires time, medita- 
tion, thoughtful and prayerful waiting. It 
demands a personal expectation that God 
will reveal his will in his good time, though 
there is nothing to stop us from working on 
the time factor. 


It’s not that God is arbitrary; it’s just that 
deep and tragic matters cannot be dispensed 
with in an instant. Depth moments in life ask- 
for depth response. Surely the will of God 
can still be found. Think and pray about it. - 
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We Are Stewards of Creation

At least subconsciously, many Christians - 


have’ developed an attitude not much 


different from the one expressed in Cina’s © 


cynical question: “‘Am I my _brother’s 


keeper?’’ (Genesis 4:9). The Bible answers - 


with a resounding ‘*Yes, you are!”’ 


_ MODERN COMMUNICATIONS media 
have brought the wretched plight of the vast 


majority of humanity right into our 
comfortable living rooms and havé’made us, 
if we have a spark of conscience, very 
uncomfortable. One can hardly plead

If there is one theme that runs throughout 
the sermons of the prophets, those revealers

justice and of its criminal neglect. They were 
not unconcerned about individual, ‘‘one on 
one”’ morality, but their preoccupation with 
social morality overshadowed it. 


THE EARLIEST of the so-called literary 
prophets, Amos, preached in the Northern 
Kingdom of Israel during a period of 
unparalleled prosperity, material culture, 


The resistance that these restless desires 
give us more when we try to seek God can 
also bring fatigue and weariness. Moreover, 
these desires cause a kind of activity in us 
which limits-our capacity for God, because 
they limit our ability to will god, to grasp 
God, to cling to God, and consequently, our 
power to respond to God’s love. — 


ISAIAH, THE PROPHET, is very hard on 
“The wicked however, 
are like the restless sea that cannot be still, 
and washes up mud and slime. ‘No peace,’ 
says my God, ‘for the wicked.’ 


Such people are called wicked to the 
extent that they are unable to fulfill the first 
commandment—to love God with their 
whole heart, all the sould, and with all one’s 
strength and mind.

Only when converted 
can we convert society

After years of hearing about morality in 


personal terms, parish audiences of recent 
vintage have been listening to moralizing 
about the social order. The so-called social 
gospel seems to have replaced the previous 
assaults on personal conscience. 


Stop worrying so much about yourself and 
start thinking of your responsibility to heal 
the ills of society. Don’t dwelt on personal 
virtue and the thoughts of salvation in the 
next life, but concentrate on civic responsi- 
bility and salvation for the poor in this life. 


CEASE AND DESIST from purifying - 


one’s soul of personal vices for it is more 


important to cleanse the society of structural — 


evils that keep the poor in thrall. Slow down 
a moral introspection that is only likely to 
depress you and give you a facial tic. 


Speed up your energetic involvement in 
causes that will lighten the load of the 
dispossessed and assure them of a future in 
this world: Forget personal moral needs 
because the social needs of others are more 
critical. 


The proponents of this way of teaching 


-and preaching morality cite the sermons of 
. the prophets and the story of Christ’s 


cleansing of the temple as case studies to 


back up their intentions. After all, if Isaiah 
and Jeremiah and Amos could castigate the 
temple congregations of the Hebrew 
convenant about their moral responsibility of 
social evils, why’isn’t this approach just as 
valid today? 


JUST AS JESUS purified the institutional 
church by his cleansing of the temple, so 
today we must purify the institutions of 
society in order that the deprived find hope 
in their lives. No other moral claim has a 
greater demand upon us than this, claim the 
apostles of the social gospel. 


If we are not convinced by their biblical 
defense, then they will bring out the justice 
and peace letters of John XXIII (Mater et 
Magistra and Pacem in Terris)~and Pope 
Paul’s letter on the Development of Nations. 
Should we still remain adamant before these 
arguments, they can still drum up a theology 
of liberation from Latin American scholars 
and heart rending tracts from social critics 
on the American scene. 


Who can resist so much goodness? Who is 
so crass as to deafen one’s ears to the cries 
of the poor? Who is so stiff necked and hard 
of heart that they cannot appreciate the. 
pleas for unprejudiced and _ dignified 
treatment from the races and the ethnics? 
What good Catholic will avert his or her eyes 


and sophistication. But hand in hand with all 
of this affluence went a callous disregard 
and exploitation of the disadvantaged. In the 
name of God he lashed out at the guilty. 


Typical is the following passage: ‘‘Hear 
this, you who trample upon the needy and 
destroy the poor of the land! ‘When will the 
new moon be over,’’ you ask, ‘that we may 
sell our grain, and the sabbath, that we may 
display the wheat? 


““We will diminish the ephah, add to the 
shekel, and fix our scales for cheating! We 
will sell the lowly man for silver, and poor 
man for a pair of sandals; even the refuse of 
the wheat we will sell!’ ‘‘The Lord has sworn 
by the pride of Jacob: Ne: er will I forget a 
thing they have done!’’ (Amos 8:4-7) 


AMOS PREACHED about 750 B.C., and 
in 722, after a period of recession and 


frightful anarchy, the Northern Kingdom fell ' 


to the Assyrians and was, for all practical 
purposes, wiped out. 

Meanwhile, in the southern kingdom of 
Judah, Isaiah was sounding the same alarm: 
“‘The Lord enters into judgement with his 
people’s elders and princes: It is you who 
have devoured the vineyard; the foot 
wrested from the poor is in your houses. 


‘‘What do you mean by crushing my 
people, and grinding down the poor when 
they look to you? says the Lord, the God of 
hosts... Your men will fall by the sword, and 
your champions, in war. Her sages will 


lament and mourn, as the city sits desolate 
on the ground”’ (Isaiah 3:14-15, 25-26).-No 


AM I MY BROTHER’S KEEPER?— 
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one paid much heed, and in 587 Jerusalem 
was sacked by the Babylonians and the 
people were dragged off into exile. 


THE NEW TESTAMENT is no less 
insistent on practical concern for the world’s 
poor. Jesus proposed as the criterion of our 
final judgment nothing other than the way 
we have acted toward the hungry, the 
thirsty, the lonely, the ill-clad, the sick, the 
imptisoned. He assured those who had met 
this criterion: ‘‘As often as you did it for one 
of my least brothers, you did it for me’’ 
(Matthew 25:40). 


Even more challenging are Jesus’ words 
to those who had just looked the other way 
and done nothing: ‘‘I assure you, as often as 
you neglected to do it to one of these least 
ones, you neglected to do it to me.’’ These 
will go off to eternal punishment and the just 
to eternal life. (Matthew 25:45-46) 


So insistent is Luke on this aspect of 
morality that it has been called the social 
gospel. Read again just for an example, the 
Parable of the Rich Man and Lazarus (Luke 
165219231): 


PAUL STRESSED the primacy of love in 
Christian morality (1 Corinthians 13) and in 
so doing went to the heart of the matter, as 
Jesus did when he linked love of neighbor 
with love of God as the basic requirement of 
discipleship (Luke 10:25-37). 


Finally, for an engaging and homey 
appeal for genuine Christian social morality 
and a firm statement of its priority, read 
Chapter 2 of the Letter of James.

from clear and present cruelty? 


UNFORTUNATELY, there are probably 
many who will. Hence all the more must the 
exhortations to social concern be raised. Yet, 
there is a problem. It is wrong to emphasize 
the social gospel at the expense of personal 
moral improvement. 


It is an exaggeration to push people to 
forget the ideals of self abnegation and 
sacrifice for personal improvement so that 
they will only ponder social evils. The fatal 
error here is that the preachers may be 
calling unrenewed individuals to undertake a 
moral cause for which they are Cae 
unprepared. 


If a Catholic man or woman doesn’t even 
know how to keep the commandments or 
engage in a life of virtue, how can he or she 
be expected to man the battlements for great 
social causes. That would be the blind 
leading the blind. 


WITHOUT INDIVIDUALS of sound moral 
character, could anyone expect that the 
ideals of social concern be pursued? It is 


tough enough to work for a just society when 
one does have a firm inner spiritual and 
moral life. Imagine what it is like for people 
whose inner life is a moral shambles. 


The mistake being made by the advocates 
of the social gospel is that they do not have 
the patience to see and work on the whole 
picture. Without converted individuals there 
can be no conversion of society. 


No decent Catholic will quarrel with the 
goals of the social gospel. Their rightful 
complaint is the ignoring of individual 
morality at the expense of social concern. 
Their experience tells them that there is 
little hope of curing society if the person ‘is 
not healed in the first place. 


ALL THE TRULY great prophets of the 
social gospel are people of profound 
personal, individual moral strength. Think of 
Dorothy Day, Mother. Teresa and Dom 
Helder Camara. 


By all means continue the social gospel 
crusade. But add to it the guidance toward a 
deep moral and spiritual life. Only the 
combination of the two is really workable.

Share sea wealth for common good, says Vatican

Should the oceans and all their vast 
resources be open to exploitation by 
all nations or placed under common 
international management for the 
good of mankind? 


The Vatican’s Justice and Peace 
Commission has come out in favor of 
the latter. At the same time, it 
opposes the practice of coastal 
nations extending their jurisdictions 
into the open sea. 


THE COMMISSION has _ recom- 
mended application of the principle 
“universal purpose of created 
things’’ to the oceans and to other 
world resources. 


Explaining this principle, the 
commission said: ‘‘God gave the 
earth...to the human species as a 
whole. All...must have access to the 
material goods of the earth. And this 
in turn, from the viewpoint of these 
goods, comes to reaffirm that they 
are, and will remain intrinsically with 
a universal purpose.’’ 


The commission’s views were set 
forth in a document entitled ‘‘The 
Universal Purpose of Created Things: 
On the Conference on the Law of the 
Sea,’’ published Aug. 6. 


THE VIEW OF the law of the high 
seas, ‘‘no one’s property, is now 
obsolete,’’ the Vatican commission 
said. 


“It rested on the view that the 
oceans constituted an inexhaustible 
reserve, an indestructible environ- 
ment, a vast expanse on which 
navigation, fishing and exploration 
called. only for minor regulation.’’ 


This view, the commission said, 
‘serves the interests of the best-pro- 
vided,’’ multiplies sources of conflict, 
leads. to the squandering of resources 
and jeopardizes the ecological balance 
of the planet. 


“THE MASSIVE extension of the 


sovereignties of coastal states is nota ~ 


solution either,’’ the commission said 
in reference to the trend among 
coastal nations to extend three-mile 
and 12-mile boundaries to 200-mile 
economic zones. “‘It introduces and 
extends to the sea rivalries between 
nations. 


“It bestows added benefits on 
countries already favored by nature, 
as it totally excluded landlocked 
countries and/depends on the length 
of the coastline of the country 
concerned. It introduces a form of 
partitioning hardly conducive to 
scientific research, or to the quest for 
greater solidarity between peoples.’’ 


The commission praised the con- 
cept of the high seas as ‘‘the common 
heritage of mankind’’ enunciated by 
the 23rd General Assembly of the 
United Nations. According to this 
concept, it said: 


—‘‘ocean space would be reserved 
for peaceful purposes... 


—‘‘the wealth of the oceans should 
benefit all, especially the poorest.’’ 


—common development of the 
oceans’ resources would lead to the 
establishment of a framework expres- 
sing human solidarity. 

—the concept of the common 
heritage of mankind could be 
extended to other areas. 


But, the Vatican commission said, 
the concept of the seas as the common 
heritage of mankind ‘‘has found very 
little expression on a practical level.’’ 
It added that the right of coastal 
nations to claim an ‘‘economic zone’’ 
of 200 nautical miles seems to have 
been secured. 


AS FOR THE REST of the ocean, 
the principle of common heritage ‘has 
been accepted only for the seabed and 
undersea resources, said the commis- 
sion. For the water itself and fishing, 


nations are unwilling to accept any 
“‘high authority,’’ and technologically 
advanced nations want to keep the old 
concept of the ocean as no one’s 
property. 

“Particular appropriations of 
goods...enable men to exercise their 
freedom in a field in. which they car. 


develop their personality, manage — 


and multiply goods in a responsible 
fashion, imbue them with humanity 
by the.work they put into them, and 
turn trade into a diversified process of 


developing social bonds,’’ the Vatican ~ 


agency said. 


“The same...applies to intermedi- 
ate collectivities and states. This 
presupposes, of course, that the 
division of labor does not condemn 
whole classes and peoples to a 
dehumanizing activity or that trade 


all to basic commodities, drawing 
rights on world monetary reserves 
and a major world fund for develop- 
ment work as a whole. 


ON THE PROBLEM of the oceans, 
the commission said, ‘Christians 
would be seriously evading. their 
responsibilities if they ignored a 
debate which, even in its terminology, 
is dealing with matters with which the 
Church’s social teaching has always 
been concerned.”’ 


The real rights inherent in various 
types of property must ‘‘be subor- 
dinated to the common. guiding 
principle of the universal purpose of 
goods,’’ the commission said. 


It noted that inthe past, in 
opposition to oppressive interference 
by the state with individual freedom, 
the Church emphasized the validity of 


‘‘Applying the principle ‘universal 
purpose of created.things’ means that 
all mankind must share, not only in the 
wealth of the oceans, but in all of the 
world’s valuable resources. ’’ 


does not take the form of the 
exploitation of one class or people by 
another,’’ it added. 


_BUT, THE COMMISSION said, 
though the universal purpose of 
created things is largely brought 


about by such forms of ownership or ° 


possession, it also takes the form of a 
common heritage. 


Forms of common heritage recom- 
mended by the commission included: 


—at the world level: efforts to 
guarantee by international agree- 
ments the maintenance and enjoy- 
ment for all of such resources as the 
atmosphere, the balances of the 
biosphere, and in future, water. 

.—on the national level: equitable 
redistribution of national revenue by 
such means of joint ownership as 
collective investments, social security 
institutions and direct control of 
strategic means of production. 


The movement of joint ownership 
on the world level, the commission 
said, leads to the establishment of 
food stocks at the disposal’ of 
famine-stricken countries, access for 


the principle of private ownership of 
means of production. 


‘(IN SPITE OF A permanent effort 
to denounce, abuses of property and 
recall the higher principle of the 
universal purpose of created things,’’ 
the commission continued, ‘‘many 
people, including Christians, have 
preferred to retain only the aspect of 
defense of their private property, 
ignoring the more fundamental prin- 
ciple involved.’’ 


Now poor nations are emphasizing 
their right to property, the commis- 
sion noted, and common international 
management must be viewed as a 
counterbalance to appropriation by 
individual nations as a means of 
achieving the universal purpose of 
created things. 


The basic question, the commission 
said, is whether any system of 
property ownership or control enables 
all men to exercise their natural right 
to have access in one form or another 
to some power over things, or 
whether it concentrates all power in 
the hands of a few. ;

WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The official U.S. Catholic 
view of the proposed Panama 
Canal treaty is favorable. 


The U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence (USCC) plans a “‘seri- 
ous’? lobbying effort to 
support it, according to 
Father J. Bryan Hehir, USCC 
associate secretary for inter- 


national justice and peace. 


THE U.S. bishops called 
for a new treaty giving 
Panama greater control over 
the canal at their general 
meeting last November. 


Their support for a treaty 
could be significant because 
of a strong lobbying effort 
against the treaty by conser- 
vative congressmen and 
groups.

A look at books 


TEACHING THE TEN COMMANDMENTS 
TODAY by Carl L. Middleton Jr. and Robert

“Back to basics’’ is the hue and cry in 
public education today, and it is being 
echoed by many parents about religious 
education. Profs. Middleton and Craig take 
us on a tour through the Decalogue, the Ten 
Commandments that have been basic to 
Judaeo-Christian ethics for 3,000 years. 

In each commandment they search tor the 
basic value that is taught and then they 
make some applications. They rely heavily 
on scripture and the documents of Vatican II. 
A very interesting addition is the historical 
perspective they use at the eos of 
each chapter.
